The Real Estate Tax tirtovaucc. 



Tl»9 observations offered yesterday 
upon the subject of the Boal -Estate 
Tax diffioulty wore historical rather 
than practical. The reader will doubt- 
less have orrivod ut the oonclusion that 
to enforce the provisions of the Ordi- 
nanoool 1867 indiscriminately against 
oil comprised in the published list of bc- 
oalled deliuquonts would bo altogether 
unreasonable. To givo eoine idea of tbo 
extent of tho injustice which would ro- 
ualt from such a conrao, it may bo men- 
tioned that, out of the publiahod list 
representing some thirty thousand 
dollars, thoro are uot moro than niuo 
thousand dollarB really d.ie. Under 
thoso oircumstancos what is to bo done? 
Shall the Government collect twenty- 
one thousand dollars not due in order to 
Eocuro niuo thousand due ? Booh a 
thing must not be. Shall the Government 
relinquish the uiue thousand beouuso it 
haa becotno so mixed up with the tweu- 
ty-one thousand? The eoodUioa of the 
revenuo and justice to those who have 
bonodily paid their taxos would forbid 
that course. To disentangle tho knotty 
B kein of 1860 and 1801 would appear 
•to bo no easy undertaking , ami to 
pay twice over, or, perhaps, loso their 
land altogother on account of official 
malfoaeance, would bo au act of high- 
handed injustice. It has boon stated 
that, lu conBequonco of the compound 
muddlo resulting from tho irregularis 
of i860 and 1861 the Government of 
that period resolved to write off tho en- 
tire record in respect of these years. Wo 
aro told, however, that no official evi- 
dence of that resolution such as wouldjUB- 
tify tho present adminiitration in recog- 
nising and acting upon it, can be found; 
and it is said that thoro sooioa to be no 
other course open to tho Exeoative but 
to proceed under the provkious of the 
Ordinandi of 18G7 to entoreo the pay- 
ment of all such taxes as appear to be 
Btill unpaid. It is also intimated, aud 
wo oan readily bolicvo it, that, in pur- 
suing this course, the Executive, anxious 
to discriminate betwoon thoso taxes 
really due and those which, though paid, 
have never boen acouuutod for, ftro 
moat desirous that they should 
receive every possible asBietanoe from 
those tax -payers who may have in their 
possession receipts or any other evidence 
of having paid their tuxes, or of nafii g 
beon in any manner wrongfully asiesiea 
or lncludod in the published list of dolin 
quont tax- payers. To Jhia very pro- 
per dosiro on the part of the Executive 
we givo all tho prominence ai:d publici- 
ty of it leading article, believing that a 
ready response on tho part ot those mor« 
direc.ly concerned might greatly faoili- 
ato the clearing up of a mejs 
which is a moss disagreeable re- 
minder of days and doiugs one could 
wish in somo respects to forget. It 
would not only appear to bo tho duty of 
such persons to oome forward promptly 
to aid the Exocutive in the performance 
of a difficult and disagreeable task, bttt 
it would seotn to bo their iuloreit to do 
bo, as in this way alone they may be 
able to establish their right to be exe- 
ompted from tbe arbitrary and num- 
mary operations of the Ordinance under 
which the present proceedings aro being 
takon. Undor any circumstances, it is 
most desirable that this old complication 
should bo got rid of ; but it is especial- 
ly so iu view of impending political 

changes.
